One and a half to 3 ounces will* 


treat a 50-gallon steel barrel if it 
is gas-tight. One to 2 teaspoons 
will treat a 5-gallon lard stand 
full. Pour the carbon disulfide over 
the beans or peas and close the co- 
ver immediately. Carbon disulfide 
forms a gas that penetrates into 
the seed and kills the weevil grubs 
as well as adult weevils. 


Carbon disulfide 
is highly ex- 


plosive. Do the fumigation away 
from buildings, she cautions. 


After treating them, air the seed 


to remove odors. Do not use an ex-V 
cessive amount of carbon disulfide. 
Failure to obey these precautions 
may taint the flavors of beans and 
peas for food and injure germina- 
tion of seed, she advises.

America Reverses 


Historic Trend 


of Her Tariffs 


•Washington announced yesterday 


that effective January 1 the United 
States will reduce its tariffs on 
3,500 items, which, in the words 
of the Associated Press dispatch 
on yesterday's front page, is "part 
of a 23-nation pact affecting half 
the world's- commerce." 


Thus, 
the necessity of world 


. wide co-operation for economic se- 
curity and peace is working 
an 


historic change in America's do- 
mestic policy. Our country's indus- 
trial power was built up by a 
policy of high tariffs —requiring 
Americans to buy at home at least 
- those 
itcrms whctee manufacture 


tends to strengthen the nation's 
basic industry both in peace and 
\var. 
, . - 


It was never the original inten- 


tion of the tariff-fixers to cut off 
foreign trado entirely. There has 
to be a considerable movement 
of goods between nations to ac- 
comodate normal prosperity with- 
in individual countries. 
But the 


avarice which is inherent in all 
men eventually thrust the Amer- 
ican tariff level so high that two 
things occurred: U) Foreign na- 
tions erected their own tariff walls 
against our goods, and (2) Amer- 
ican expert trade gradually stag- 
nated under an unbearable poli: 
tical handicap. The last— and high- 
est—tariff 
bill enacted into law

Scarlet fever patients should be

An ice bag on the throat is 
soothing, and warm throat washes 
relieve some of the local distress. 
In rnild cases, good nursing care is 
all that is needed. 
In the severe varieties of scarlet 


fever, the poison in the blood is 
neutralized by giving the serum of 


atients who have recovered from

Scarlet lever is caused by 
a 
treptococcus which attacks

hroat and neck glands. The lin- 
ng of the throat becomes red, and 
s covered with a membrane which 
is heaviest over the tonsils. The 
glands in the neck are enlarged 
and tender. 
During me second day, a rash 
starts in the mouth, and, on the 
third day, reaches the skin. In 
mild forms, the skin eruption may 
last only a few hours, but, in more 
severe types, it may persist for a 
week. Tne throat condition usually 
improves after three or four days, 
bcarlet fever runs a self-limiting 


course. The 
chief complications 


are abscesses of the glands and 
throat, ear infections 
and pneu- 


monia. Later difficulties strike the 
kidney in the form of nephritis. 


Scarlet fever patients should be 


kept in bed ana given .plenty of 
fluids. An ice bag on the throat is 
soothing, and warm throat washes 
relieve some of the local distress. 
In rnild cases, good nursing care is 
all that is needed. 
In the severe varieties of scarlet 


fever, the poison in the blood is 
neutralized by giving the serum of 


atients who have recovered from 
he disease, or that of horses which 
ave been given injections of the 
.reptococcus.
